(Second Letter) 

There’s no better place to begin 
than at the beginning, and to reach 
that we must hark back a couple of 
weeks to Wednesday morning, 
February 31st, to the morning 
services under the old, ivy-mantled 
chapel. The service was over, but 
the students stayed in their seats, 
tense and expectant, while President 
Hall cleared his throat before mak¬ 
ing an announcement. 

What he said created a sensation. 
The Faculty had actually granted 
the students’ petition that Sunday 
afternoon services be held at 5:15 
instead of 5 o’clock, for the con¬ 
venience of movie fans, who had 
difficulty getting back to college on 
time and who were in desperate 
straits to keep down the mounting 
demerits. It has been a long, long 
time since the Faculty actually 
granted a petition, so this one will go 
down in history as an event long to 
be remembered. 

So, at 5:15, Sunday, March 4th, 
we gathered in the chapel again, 
this time with a more sincere piety 
than on the previous Wednesday.

Bermuda’s Costly Silver 


St. Peter's Church, which has 
stood in the center of St. George's 
Bermuda, for close upon three cen¬ 
turies, possesses one of the finest 
collections of silver in the Western 
hemisphere. It consists of several 
massive pieces of great historic 
value, and is valued at over 
$125,000. Among the gems of the 
collection is a small chalice and 
cover, sent to the church by the 
Virginia Company of London in 
1626, and bearing the company 
arms. A large chalice and cover, 
a paten and two flagons, dating 
from 1697. were given by King 
William III. A christening bowl 
was the gift of William Browne of 
Salem, Mass., whose loyalty to the 
British crown caused him to leave 
his native land during the American 
Revolution and settle in Bermuda, 
where he eventually became gover¬ 
nor. Because of the great value of 
this silver, more care in guarding 
it is being urged. At present it is 
kept in an old-fashioned safe, and
